The broadly worded court 
order, signed by U.S. District 
Court Judge Albert V. Bryan 
Jr. in’ Alexandria, also re- 
quires the former agent, Vic- 
tor L. Marchetti, to return to 
the CIA all documents and 
property he obtained while 
employed at the agency. 
~. Marchetti also was ordered 
to submit any manuscript or 
other writing about the CIA 
-- “factual, fictional or other- 
wise” — to the agency for ex- 
amination at least 30 days be- 
fore its release.

Lohmann of New York City 
obtained the manuscripts from 
“a confidential source” on 
March 12. No reason was given 
for the one-month delay be- 
fore the court action.
